DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  177-  1909. 

Por  the  opening  and  extending  of  a boulevard  along  the 
south  bank  of  the  St .Mary's  River  from  New  Main  Street  to  Kerry 

Street . 

Resolved,  By  the  Board  of  Public  works  of  the  City  of  port 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and 
extend  a boulevard  along  the  south  bank  of  the  St .Mary's  River, 
from  New  Main  Street  to  Berry.  Street.  Said  opening  and  extending  to 
be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  the 
following  described  lots  and  parcels  of  land: 

The  entire  tract  of  land  lying  south  of  New  Main  Street, 
we3t  of  Rjbckhill  Street,  north  of  Old  Main  Street,  and  east  of  the 
St .Mary's  River,  all  of  lot  No. 21  J.M. Miller's  Addition.  Also  a 
strip  of  land  not  less  than  forty (40)  feet  in  width  following  the 
berm  bank  on  the  south  side  of  the  St .Mary's  River  from  the  alley 
north  of  Berry  street  to  Berry  Street  and  crossing  through  parts  of 
lots  Nos. 19,  l6,  17  and  13  J.  M.  Miller's  Addition, 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  opening  and  extend- 
ing of  said  boulevard,  as  above  described,  now  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City.

The  undersigned  represents  to  your  Honorable  Board 
that  they  are  resident  free  holders  on  Berry,  Rockhill  and  Y/est 
Main  Streets  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne.  That  they  are  inter*  sted 
in  the  beautification  of  the  City,  and  in  the  construction  of  needed 
boulevards,  especially  those  leading  into  public  Parks. 

About  a year  ago  your  Board  ordered  opened  a boulevard 
along  the  river  fron  the  west  end  of  Berry  Street  to  the  intersection 
of  Washington  Boulevard,  into  Sv/inney  Park.  For  this  improvement 
the  people  were  assessed  benefits,  which  were  cheerfully  paid  for  the 
reason  that  said  boulevard  was  necessary  and  essential  for  the  full 
enjoyment  of  the  Park.  But  undersigned  say  that  the  Boulevard  laid 
out  is  incomplete  until  the  same  is  opened  up  north  and  east  along 
tiie  river  to  a point  where  same  meets  the  west  end  of  Old  Main  Streep 
The  Approach  on  Main  Street  to  the  0}.d  St.  Mary*  s River  Bridge  having 
never  been  vacated  extends  west  to  the  east  abutment  of  the  Old 
Bridge.  The  property  along  the  river  from  said  point  to  the 
intersection  of  Berry  Street  is  low  and  of  little  value  for  any  pur- 
pose except  that  of  a highway.  With  this  extention  made  Main  Street 
Berry  Street,  Wayne  Street  and  Washington  Boulevard  would  all  lead 

by 

directly  into  the  Park. 

Therefore  undersigned  petitions  this  Honorable  Board 
that  it  open  and  extend  Main  Street,  to  a width  of  fifty  (50')  feet 
as  follows: 

Commencing  at  Rockhill  Street  at  the  intersection  of 
Main  Street  aa  located  before  tne  building  of  the  present  St.  Mary's 
River  Bridge,  running  thence  west  to  the  St.  Mary's  River,  thence 
west  and  south  along  the  east  river  bank  to  the  intersection  of 
Berry  Street. 

Your  petitioners  ask  that  this  be  done  immediately 
as  every  day  the  expense  of  opening  same  becomes  greater  hy  reason 
of  the  improvement  of  the  property  that  will  be  appropriated.
